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NEW COPYRIGHT LAW IN EFFECT. 

Secretary Colby has made public a copyright proclama- 
tion signed by President Wilson granting to subjects 
Great Britain and the British dominions, colonies and 
possessions, except the self-governing dominions of Canada 
\ustralia, New Zeaiand, South Africa and Newfoundland. 
the protection of the American copyright law of March 4 
1909, and its amendments 

The proclamation does not afford protection to works 
republished in either country since August 1, 1914, but 
does provide protection for all works first produced or 
published since that date and before the President's procla 
mation of peace is issued. An Order in Council has beer 
issued by the British Government extending copyright pro 
tection to works first published in the United States be- 
tween August 1, 1914, and the termination of the war and 
enjoyment of the rights conferred by the British copyright 
act is conditional upon publication of the works in England 
not later than six months after the termination of the 
war 

The State Department advises interested American au 
thors and publishers to take immediate steps to obtain 
copyright protection in England for works published it 
this country since August 1, 1914, which have failed t
